Tlie Mega Millions lottery hit $540 million 
Thursday morning, malting it the largest jaclc- 
pot in world history, lottery officials said. 

The jaclipot initially was estimated at $476 
million, and then $500 million, but stronger- 
than-anticipated sales nationwide have helped 
push up the figure, lottery officials said. 

Every dollar is adding to the world record, 
said California state lottery spol^esman Elias 
Dominguez, add- 
ing that officials are 


not even sure how large the jacl^pot will be by 
Eriday when the drawing will be held. 

“It’s spiraling out of control,” Dominguez 
said. “This is uncharted territory” 

Previously, the largest jaclcpot was 
$390 million, won by two players in Georgia 
and New Jersey in March 2007. Eriday’s jacli- 
pot rolled over from Tuesday’s drawing for a 
$363 million jaclcpot. 

The prize has been building since Jan. 24, 
when a Georgia woman won a $72 million 
Mega Millions drawing. 


Eriday’s $540 million prize would be pay- 
able as an annuity over 26 years. 

If a winner prefers, he or she could choose 
a one-time, lump-sum payment, which in this 
case would be $389 million. Both figures are 
before taxes. 

With so many players playing so many dif- 
ferent number combinations, Dominguez 
said, “There’s a good lilcelihood someone will 
hit it tomorrow.” 

“Somebody’s life is going to change,” he 
said. “It’s really exciting.” 


IT REALLY IS BIG 

A single winnner of the Mega Millions 
jackpot stands to take home more than 
anyone ever has in the El Gordo lottery 
of Spain, generally known as the biggest 
in the world. That lottery has split more 
than $2 billion between multiple win- 
ners-unlike the single-winner jackpot 
here in the states.

Mayor Emanuel said the nation’s third-most-pop- 
ulous city needs $7.2 billion in infrastructure de- 
velopment to overcome decades-long neglect of 
streets, schools, parks and transportation systems. 

The first-term mayor said Thursday that the 
building projects, many announced in recent 
months, will create 30,000 jobs during the next 
three years. His announcement at a union hall on 
the West Side included a call to airlines to begin 
discussing financing for a new runway at O’Harc, 
the nation’s second-busiest airport* 

Emanuel promised to repave 2,000 miles of 
streets and create 180 acres of parks* 

‘ 3 y neglecting to invest in our infrastructure 
for nearly four decades, we have allowed the 
city’s foundations to decay,” Emanuel said* 

The mayor took office in iVlay and has unveiled 
water-system improvements and, this month, a 
nonprofit Chicago Infrastructure 'Ifust to col- 
lect outside investments to upgrade city build- 
ings and its transit system. 

In a 29 -minute speech, Emanuel didn’t detail 
how the city, which faces an unfunded pension 
liability of S 14.7 billion, might pay for the build- 
ing program, ITie sole mention of financing the 
long-term project that will build a ^'New Chi- 
cago” pointed to efficiencies, spending cuts, user 
fees and the infrastructure trust the mayor an- 
nounced March i. 

“All of it is secured,” Emanuel said in the 
speech. 

Aid. Patrick O’Connor (40th), a close ally on 
the City Council, acknowledged the lack of spec- 
ificity. 

'ITie plan is “fairly aggressive— not detailed,” 
O’Connor said in an interview. “I think when he 
rolls it out in terms of our finance hearings and 
budget hearings, we’ll have a much better idea*” 
Emanuel said in a telephone interview after the 
speech that he knows w'here the money is to pay 
for everything, except the expansion at O’Hare. 

“I wouldn’t go out there if we didn’t know 
where the money is —and secured it,” he said*

In Ma}^ 43 -year-old Andersonville artist Chris 
Gorz undertook the lofty goal of creating a se- 
ries of unique screen-printed posters to repre- 
sent each of Chicago’s 77 neighborhoods. He 
has completed eight so far, sticking to a small 
cluster of neighborhoods on the North Side. 
Soon, he hopes to focus on a few West and 
South Side neighborhoods as well. RedEye 
caught up with Gorz recently to talk about the 
inspiration behind his designs. 

Are you from Chicago originally? 

^p. I was born and raised. I’ve lived in Chi- 
cago my whole life. I actually grew up over in 
a neighborhood called Clearing by Midway 
Airport, but now I live in AndersonviUe. 

So, I’m a South Side transplant living on the 
North Side. 

What was the inspiration behind the 
poster project? 


One of the things that I thought was really 
important was to get people to be able to 
connect with their neighborhood. I have a 
passion for art and architecture in Chicago, 
and I kind of put that all together to create 
the poster series. 

How do you choose images for the posters? 

It’s actually hard. Some neighborhoods are 
easier than others, but I like iconic images. 
Images that have staying power that people 
could relate to that really represent the 
neighborhood really well. 

Do you go to the neighborhoods and scope 
them out beforehand? 

What I’ll do is. I’ll go to the different neigh- 
borhoods and try and figure out what sort of 
images I can find in that neighborhood and 
I’ll also take photographs and make sketches. 
What I try to do also is to make every iconic 
image look like [a hero}. So you are always 
kind of looking up so that it’s larger than life.

Navy plans spike 
in Guif presence 

WASHINGTON Four Navy minesw^eepers 
VY^ill be on their w^ay to the Persian Gulf 
w^ithin vY^eeks as part of an effort to boost Ameri- 
can military capability in the region amid rising 
tensions vYith Iran, a Navy official says. 

The minesvYeepers vyIU be loaded onto cargo 
ships leaving the U.S. in late April, according to 
the Navy official. 

The deployments VYere publicly confirmed by 
Adm. Jonathan Greenert, chief of naval opera- 
tions, earlier this month in testimony before the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. 

Each of the ships carries a crevY of about 6o. 
All are equipped to detect and neutralize mines. 

The Navy this month also sent to the region 
four additional MH-53 Sea Dragon helicopters, 
VYhich also have the capability to locate and de- 
stroy mines. 

The additional deployments are part of an ef- 
fort by Gen. James Mattis, head of the U.S. Cen- 
tral Command, to beef up the American military 
presence in the region in the face of Iranian 
threats to shut dovYn the Strait of Hormuz.

SANFORD, Fla. 

Trayvon Martin 
threatened to kiU George 
Zimmerman the moments 
before the neighborhood 
VYatch captain took out 
a handgun and shot him, 
Zimmerman’s father told a 
local TV station. 

Speaking out for the 
first time, Robert Zim- 
merman gave an intervievY to the Orlando, Fla., 
Fox affiliate, telling the station that his son had 
no choice but to kill Trayvon or risk being beaten 
to death. 

“Things VYere not going to go VYell. One of 
them vYas not going to VYalk avYay” he said. “I 
hope at one point everyone VYiU go beyond the 
hate. At some point vYhen aU this settles, they’ll 
say ‘George Zimmerman is a pretty nice guy’ ” 

George Zimmerman killed Martin on Feb. 26 
in a case that has triggered protests nationvYide. 
The college criminal justice student vYas not 
charged, leading attorneys to believe that police 
and prosecutors conspired to protect him. 

Robert Zimmerman, a retired Virginia mag- 
istrate, said the family is in hiding and can’t go 
to the doctor or do anything that requires using 
their ovYn names. 

He said Martin attacked his son. 

‘After nearly a minute of being beaten,” Robert 
Zimmerman said George tried— VYith Martin still 
on top of him— to move avYay from the concrete 
onto the grass. In doing so, the gun he kept in a 
holster on his VYaist vYas exposed. 

“Trayvon Martin said something to the effect 
of, ‘%u’re going to die novY’ or ‘%u’re gonna die 
tonight’— something to that effect,” he said. “He 
continued to beat George. At some point, George 
pulled his pistol and did VYhat he did.”

AFTER THE SHOOTING 

ABC News, which obtained video reportedly shot by surveillance cameras at the 
Sanford Police Department, said it shows “no blood or bruises” on the handcuffed, 
trim-and muscular-looking-George Zimmerman as he steps out of the back of 
a police cruiser, is frisked by an officer and walks escorted into the police build- 
ing. The quality of the video is not very high, but it appears to suggest that if 
Zimmerman was injured that night, the injuries were not serious.

Dinklage expertly plays all the notes, but 
he’s just first among a magnificent cast that 
grows even larger this season. (Read the ac- 
companying chart) 

Despite the show’s huge cast (25 actors are 
named in the opening credits alone) and its 
numerous plotlines, Renioff and Wtiss man- 
age to prevent bloating or confusion. 

And for those readers who continue to 
recoil at the idea of a ^‘fantasy” series with 
castles, accents and men in leather jerkins, 
“Gol ” is so much more than a sword-and- 
sorcery story. With all its harsh realism and 
attention to detail, it feels more authentic 
than a lot of the historical dramas onTY 
If you look past the dragons and difficult- 
to-pronounee names, you’ll see how relevant 
the story remains today 

We may not see the same depravity of the 
power-mad players in the Seven Kingdoms, 
but as Cersei T.annistcr says in one particu- 
larly chilling scene, ^Tower is power” — ^no 
matter how it’s achieved.

It’s not just a Marvel thing. In March, DC

The return of “Mad Men” last weekend offers the perfect 
excuse to gather your friends for a retro cocktail party 
Draper-style. So cue up the phonograph, slip on some 1960s 
duds and serve up a menu of perfectly delicious throwback 
fare— we’re talking martinis, Mai Tais, deviled eggs, cock- 
tail wienies and other guilty pleasures from a bygone era. 

Of course, you don’t need an AMC show to prompt such 
festivities. Mad Men makes a great party theme at any time 
of year. Here are some tips— and drink recipes — from the 
authors of “The Unofficial Mad Men Cookbook.” 


Revel in the era by dress- 
ing the part, says Gelman, 
who hits the vintage stores 
in her hometown, Boston, 
“to update my ‘Mad Men’ 
wardrobe.” Dive into your 
parents’ closets (or your 
own, depending on your 
personal vintage) and dig 
out those Jackie Kennedy 
dresses, fedoras and suits. 


MAD MEN PARTY TIPS 

The playlist 

Every great party needs great tunes, and there’s 
no easier way to do that than via Pandora-just 
type “Mad Men” into the “new station” bar. Do a 
test run the night before so you can customize the 
mix. We had to hit thumbs-down a few times to 
eliminate the “dentist will see you now” selections 
and get the right vibe. 

If you’re doing your own mix, just make sure 
you get your era right, warns Peter Zheutlin, co- 
author of “The Unofficial Mad Men Cookbook” 
with Judy Gelman. “People tend to think of the late 
’60s,” Zheutlin says, “but this was more the Elvis, 
early-Beatles era.” 

The menu 

Go with the era’s classics. Deviled eggs, California 
dip or an avocado “dunk” and chips, shrimp cock- 
tail and a nibble-mixed nuts or a homemade Chex 
Mix, for example-will delight 21st-century ad men 
too. Pass the hors d’oeuvres twice, then let guests 
help themselves, Gelman says. 

The cocktails 

Pick a signature cocktail or two-a sweeter drink 
and a martini or old fashioned, for example- 
or one cocktail and a punch, such as the Stork 
Club Cocktail. “Some people want to take on 
five,” Gelman says. “It becomes a bartending 
nightmare.” 


The drinks 

Any fan of the action at Sterling Cooper- 
and Sterling Cooper Draper Pryce-knows 
it’s a booze-friendly workplace. But while 
Draper and Co. tend to drink their booze 
straight or on the rocks at work, when the 
characters go out on the town, it’s all about 
cocktails. They sip martinis, old fashioneds 
and, to honor Hawaii’s 1959 entrance into 
the union, Mai Tais, the tropical sipper in- 
vented by Vic Bergeron of Trader Vic’s fame.

The result Is four pull-apart 
buns overflowing from the cutest cherry-red 
casserole dish, with a disc of butter on the side.

After a career spent playing what he calls “jackasses,” Seann William Scott has no 
idea why he was the filmmakers’ choice to star as a nice guy in “Goon.” Even if that 
nice guy, based on real-life minor league hockey player Doug Smith, specializes in 
beating the crap out of his opponents. 


“Most actors I think are kinda tiny— the/re 
a lot shorter than you think when you see 
them— so maybe with the physicality {of the 
role], they had heard that I was a bit athletic,” 
says Scott, who notes that he was voted most 
friendly in high school. “That’s my claim to 
fame in high school. I was a nice guy” 

The role suits him well. Having minimal 
hockey experience despite growing up in 
Minnesota, Scott makes his violent character 
surprisingly endearing while spending much 
of the film with his fist to someone’s face (or 
vice-versa). 

On the phone from New York, Scott 
talked about his sure-fire Oscar chances for 
playing a real person and his own face-punch- 
ing experiences. 

How challenging was it to play a real person, 
and how did your transformation compare 
to, say, Meryl Streep as Margaret Thatcher? 

{Laughs.} That’s the best question anybody’s 
ever asked me. I think I brought to life this 
character possibly better than Meryl Streep 
did with Margaret Thatcher. I would be 
shocked if I don’t win an Academy Award. 
{Laughs.} Don’t print that, dude. I’m joking. 
{Laughs.} Honestly, I didn’t meet Doug Smith 
before. They had taken everything that they 
wanted to from Doug Smith and then {co- 


writer/co-star Jay Baruchel} wrote his own in- 
terpretation of what he wanted the character 
to be. To be honest, as much as he was based 
on a real person, I used all that information 
and did the best that I could to make sure I 
didn’t {bleep} it all up for everybody 

How many times in your iife have you been 
punched in the face? 

You know what? I got a pretty hard head. I’ve 
been punched in the head a couple times. 
Any scrapes I’ve gotten into, I only fought 
people I knew I could kick their ass. Except 
for a couple guys, I was a little unsure, but 
then I did a pretty good job. {Laughs.} 

Is that more or fewer times than you 
punched someone? 

Oh, I’ve been punched in the face fewer 
times. As much as my character in the movie 
can get rocked in the head, I definitely am 
not nearly as tough. I don’t know anybody 
{who is}— what am I talking about?— the 
character’s almost kind of a superhero. 

Were those incidents a long time ago? 

When does confiict come to face-punching? 

^ah, it was a while ago. Any of the recent 
ones my lawyer doesn’t want to me to discuss. 
{Laughs.} 


I Just visited my buddy and 
I was seriously considering getting 
a place there. ’Cause I just love it.

Obviously Fll do anything for a laugh.

Why obviousiy? 

They’re just like, ‘All right, we need some- 
body to do some really disgusting [bleep] in 
this movie. Hey Seann William Scott!” ‘All 
right, he’U do anything!

WeU, you know what, I think no matter what 
actor you are out there — obviously if you’re 
doing reaUy weU, you’re going to see more 
opportunities. But even in the comedy world, 
there’s not that many good comedy scripts out 
there. It’s shocking to see some of the films 
the studios are making, some of the comedies. 
So I guess we’re aU kind of limited in a way 
’cause the quality of the scripts isn’t very good

What sounds like violent, juvenile 
nonsense (or a demented spin on “Slap 
Shot”) is actually a foulmouthed comedy 
that’s deceptively sweet— a portrait of a 
bruiser who knows when to strike and 
when he deserves to be struck. 

Inspired by the true story of minor 
league hockey player Doug Smith, 
“Goon” balances the locker room’s ram- 
pant homophobia with Doug’s support 
for his brother (David Paetkau), who is 
gay The script’s absurdly straightfor- 
ward; Doug merely does what he does, 
and everyone else considers whether or 
not to come around. 

“Goon” makes no apologies for 
hockey violence, bottling the enthusi- 
asm that longtime fan Baruchel has for 
the rougher aspects of the game. Clearly 
a guy employed to knock out teeth 
may not inspire a lot of affection; yet in 
Scott’s endearing performance, Doug 
becomes a decent person who win- 
ningly embraces his task of protecting a 
teammate (Marc-Andre Grondin) whose 
concussion at Rhea’s hands has left him 
skittish. Doug’s a role player making 
the best of a limited skill set and, in the 
meantime, nearly takes the viciousness 
out of a punch to the face.

The joke wears out almost immedi- 
ately (and will surely be forgotten when 
the superior-looking “Snow White and the 
Huntsman” opens in June). As the vain, evil 
Queen who wants her beautiful stepdaughter 
Snow White (Lily Collins, underwhelming) 
dead, Julia Roberts comes off as annoyingly 
childish rather than nasty Even Disney’s 
1937 animated “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarves” let the villain be scary; now she’s 
just a bitter woman who should appreciate 
her well-maintained looks rather than worry 
about the oppressed girl whose eyebrows 
could use some thinning. 

Broke and lonely the queen needs to 
marry somebody rich before her crow’s feet 
sprout legs. So she targets a handsome prince 


(Armie Hammer) while her attempt to dis- 
pose of Snow White lands the young girl in 
the care of seven charming dwarves. Actually 
no, they used to be charming. Now they have 
names such as Wolf and Butcher and special- 


ize in robbing people in the woods. 

Fancying itself far cleverer than it is, “Mir- 
ror Mirror” finds humor in the prince being 
kicked in the head by a horse and in a crack 
about a grasshopper raping a man who’s been

turned into a cockroach. Also depressing: One 
of the dwarves falls for Snow White, but his in- 
terest receives virtually no recognition. In this 
close-minded kingdom, love exists primarily 
for the lovely girl and the dopey good-looking 
prince (poor Hammer for having to pretend to 
be a puppy), as if beauty remains paramount 
above all. That’s what the Queen thinks, but 
Snow White’s smug closing remarks to her 
enemy suggest she feels the same. 

Known only for his visual wizardry direc- 
tor Tarsem Singh (“Immortals”) delivers 
but two fun sight gags: The Queen bossing 
around human board game pieces and the 
dwarves using accordion-like pants to stand 
taller and intimidate foes. Otherwise, CGI 
effects look as awkward as a baker (Mare 
Winningham) sounds when creepily telling 
Snow White that her i8th birthday is the 
most important birthday of them all. Why 
has someone set up a website counting down 
until she’s legal?

not win. It divided critics and 
audiences with its story of a boy 
in the aftermath of 9/11. Oskar 
Schell (Thomas Horn) is trying 
to deal with the death of his jew- 
eler father (Tom Hanks) in the 9/ 
11 attacks in New York City. 

One day, looking through his 
father’s things, Oskar finds a 
small envelope marked “Black,” 
with a key in it. There is no 
indication as to what lock the 
key fits, but Oskar decides it 
must involve a person named 
Black, and begins a methodi- 
cal search for the right person. 
In doing so, he is also trying to 
maintain the memory of his fa- 
ther, and to engage in the sort 
of mysterious search on which 
his father sometimes sent him. 

As was the case in the book, 
Oskar is precocious, imagina- 
tive and more than a little talk- 
ative. One of the problems with 
the book was a certain cutesi- 
ness that pervaded Oskar’s 
narration; in the movie, the 
cutes have been eased in favor 
of a deeper unlikability about 
Oskar, especially in the way he 
deals with his mother (Sandra 
Bullock).

Here’s the rotten

movie that also had plenty of wrath), Perseus 
(ever-bland Sam Worthington) can’t raise his 
son peacefully without his dad, Zeus (Liam 
Neeson), expecting Perseus to save the world 
again. That comes even before the be- 
trayal of Zeus’ backstabbing son Ares (Edgar 
Ramirez), who’s such a jerk that even Hades

Some semi-amusing jokes every so often 
modulate “Wrath of the Titans” to elevate 
it above “Clash,” a mediocre remake that 
replaced its 1981 predecessor’s outdated ef- 
fects with maximum seriousness and empty 
bombast, ^t “Wrath” similarly gets bogged 
down in a mess of overblown bloodshed and 
characters yelling each other’s names.

^Detachment’ a thought-provoking jumble 



The last time 
Christina Hendricks 
and Bryan Cranston 
shared the screen, 
“Drive” became the 
best movie of 2011. 

“Detachment,” the 
latest from contro- 
versial director Tony Kaye (‘American His- 
tory X,” “Lake of Fire”), neither reaches the 
tight, flawlessly executed heights of “Drive” 
nor features those actors as prominently 
Adrien Brody stars as Henry who sure 
knows how to make an impression as a substi- 
tute teacher: Soon after walking into class he 
tells the students to leave if they don’t want 
to be there. Of course one loudmouth loves 
this idea, getting up to leave (after insulting 
both his classmate and his teacher) and asking 
Henry if he should go to the dean. The sub 
responds, “I don’t care where you go.” 

In the cruel world of this deeply cynical 
movie, a vicious circle emerges: Students who 
don’t care, parents who don’t understand 
and teachers on the verge of giving up. That 
extreme, particularly in a haunting moment 
when nobody shows up for parent-teacher 



night— “welcome parents” futilely written on 
the board behind Sarah (Hendricks)— expos- 
es the lynchpin of a system that sometimes 
gives everyone involved more credit than 
they deserve. 

However, as someone with a mom, a moth- 
er-in-law and many friends who are teachers, 

I can’t watch “Detachment” without missing 
the other side to the story— people who be- 
lieve in what they do and make progress with 
kids both motivated and difficult. That’s not 
what Kaye’s after, though, in a self-indulgent, 
self-conscious movie featuring animation on a 
blackboard and other distractions. As Henry 
takes in Erica (Sami Gayle), a young girl who’s 
turned to prostitution, the film suggests the 
need for a two-way street when trying to guide 
troubled youth. That’s pretty dispiriting, 
considering a guidance counselor’s (Lucy Liu) 
statement about the ease of indifference and 
the character required to care. 

The idea, I guess, is admitting teachers’ lim- 


ited potential for effectiveness, including when 
a depressed girl (Betty Kaye) hugs Henry and 
Sarah suspects him of inappropriate conduct. 

As it turns out, no matter how familiar 
the character of the hooker with a heart of 
gold is, the scenes between Henry and Erica 
achieve the most power in “Detachment.” 
Because he does care, and Brody expertly 
depicts someone broken and compassionate. 


disillusioned and giving. Though the movie 
doesn’t exactly tap into the teenage experi- 
ence, Henry respects “the trenches of second 
period” and thrives on people deserving of 
his time. This attitude of letting kids decide 
what they want to learn, the movie suggests 
with numerous references to “No Child Left 
Behind,” pretty much guarantees that it’s 
exactly where many will find themselves.

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Bieber vs. Gaga: fans 
wage Twitter war

Justin Bieber and Lady Gaga have unwittingly 
found themselves in a Twitter war, instigated 
by Bieber fans who want to knock “Poker 
Face” singer Gaga from her perch as Twitter’s 
most-followed celebrity 

And to add insult to injury the campaign to 
oust Gaga from her position picked up steam 
Wednesday— which, perhaps not coinciden- 
tally was the chanteuse’s 26th birthday 

A message tweeted Sunday explains the 
reasoning and methodology behind the mi- 
croblogging jihad against Gaga’s Twitter dom- 
inance. 

“To all beliebers this is operation unfollow 
Lady Gaga,” the message reads. “I’m sorry if 
your a little monster’ but don’t ou want Jus- 
tin to be #i followed on Twitter? Well here 
is the plan we all know that all beliebers with 
twitter follow Justin and we don’t have to ce- 
ate a million accounts with this plan. First, it’s 
simple to lok up Lady Gaga on Twitter. Next 
unfollow her. Simple! I’m not trying to trash 
Gaga or anything I am a fsan of her music but 
I think Justin should be #i followed on Twit- 
ter! That’s all but believers please spread the 
word for me okay? Thank you all that helped!” 

For those unfamiliar, “beliebers” is the pet 
name for Bieber fans, and “little monsters” 
is the pet name for Gaga fans. The typos and 
grammatical errors in the above paragraph are 
said in context and preserved for flavor. 

Since then the campaign— which bears 


the hashtag #OperationUnfollowGaga— has 
become a trending topic on Twitter and has 
sparked outrage throughout the Twitter com- 
munity 

“Really Beliebers? That’s pathetic,” one 
Gaga fan scoffed. 

“Beliebers trended #OperationUnfol- 
lowGaga so Justin Bieber becomes the 
most followed woman,” another Gaga par- 
tisan cracked. “Stupid, since it’s giving Gaga 
MORE followers.” 

Even Bieber fans have watched aghast as 
the campaign spread across Twitter like wild- 
fire. 

“I’m a Belieber and I won’t unfollow Gaga. 
People who started this TT aren’t real Beli- 
ebers, they’re just sick people,” a Bieber fan 
going by the Twitter handle “flow” lamented. 

“Really? That’s actually pathetic guys,” an- 
other Bieber fan noted, fretting about what 
the trend might do to the reputation of Be- 
liebers everywhere. ‘And you wonder why we 
get labelled as 12 year olds.” 

So far, the campaign has been unsuccess- 
ful. Lady Gaga still sits atop the Twitter charts 
with 21,823,118 followers as of this writing, 
compared to Bieber’s 19,123,258, according to 
Twitter Counter. 

Neither Bieber nor Gaga has yet spoken 
out about this none-too-civil war in the Twit- 
tersphere. But perhaps that’s not so surprising 
in Gaga’s case, since she recently took a vow 
of silence.

Therefore, I go 
to bed with his depression, and I wake up to 
it. 

Should I say something? Should I feel 
guilty about the way I'm feeling?

Life is never easy, yet when 
this happens every two-three months, I 
think, “I lere we go again..."

It's easy to get down on yourself in this 
kind of situation, but you really, really 
shouldn't. Love can't cure your boyfriend's 
depression anymore than it can cure leprosy. 
As much as you can, try not to beat yourself 
up over something that has nothing to do 
with you. Depression is a chronic illness.

It's no reflection of what kind of girlfriend 
you are, though personally I think you seem 
pretty swell. 

It's also very common for depression to 
negatively affect both partners in a relation- 
ship. To that end, especially since you've had 
bouts of depression in the past, you should 
remember not to disregard your own needs. 
It's easy to put aside your desires and social 
life when your partner is struggling, but 
taking the time to pursue things that make 
you happy has the dual effect of sta^dng off 
your own sad tendencies and preparing you 
to deal with your partner's. So, by all means, 
don't cancel your windsurfing lesson or your 
weekly Uno tournament with your friends. 
Tiat well. Sleep well. And do what you need to 
feel happy and sane. 

You didn't mention this, but if he isn't 
receiving any treatment for his illness, then 
please encourage /insist that he go see a 
health professional. (And by health profes- 
sional, I mean someone other than a girl who 
writes about vaginas a lot on the Internet.)

The young stars of “The Hunger Games” may remember the 
blockbuster movie as the one that propelled their careers 
to the next level. But the biggest breakout star of the “The 
Hunger Games” may well turn out to be the state of North 
Carolina. 

With a $152.5 million opening weekend at the box office, the 
movie based on Suzanne Collins’ bestseller had the third-best 
opening weekend of all time (and the best ever opening for a 
non-sequel), according to holiywood.com. And its frenzied 
fans already are showing up at movie locations around the state 
to see where scenes were shot. 

“People are obsessed with ‘The Hunger Games,’ ” said Marn- 
ee Revri, a Raleigh-based travel agent affiliated with Frosch En- 
tertainment, who booked travel for the movie’s cast and crew 
and blogged about it. “I think there will be a bigger interest in 
people coming to visit, the same as the ‘Twilight’ movies. Kids 
are going to want to {see} where it was filmed.” 

Many scenes were filmed in the woods of DuPont State For- 
est, a 10,400-acre wilderness where waterfalls, lakes and fish- 
ing streams made ideal settings for the movie’s outdoor scenes. 
Fans are likely to follow forest trails in search of Katniss Ever- 
deen’s pond, the bottom of Triple Falls waterfall and the rem- 
nants of the fireball sequence. A hike to Hooker Falls, Triple 
Falls and High Falls is part of the Carolina Mountain Land 
Conservancy’s eight-hike challenge. 

It’s true that the abandoned Henry River Mill Village, about 
70 miles from Asheville in Hildebran, was home to the film’s
